Gravel or broken stone when used 
for a road Is Intended to form a hard 
surface, which will resist the wear

melting. 
The gravel, or macadam. Is not in 
itself a rigid structure, but depend* 
upon the firmness of the earth lieloxv 
to carry the loads which come nixon 
it. 
The object of the gravel Is to make 
the surface harder and more resistant 
to wear aud the action of water than 
the earth surface that it replaces, and 
it can only be effective when the road 
below It is properly shaped and drain­

stances these side ditches also carry 
drainage from land adjacent to the 
road. 
The size and form of the gut­

BIG MONEY IN MULES. 


Yh® Average Three-year-olds Brum 
$200 Each. 
Raising mules for the market is a rn 
industry which for some reason is al­ 
most entirely neglected in the eastern 
and middle states, yet there is im 
safer, surer method of making money, 
especially for the small farmer. 
The notion that one needs Imundleni 
acres or a ranch covering half a coun­ 
ty to raise mules successfully has been 
thrashed out and exploded long ago. 
A farm er with a hundred acres could 
raise a couple of mules every year. 
When three years old. if a fair size, 
they will bring him $2<hj each, 
lf ex­ 
tra large and well shaped they will 
bring almost as much more. There ara 
always a demand and a ready m arket 
for any mule, and the bigger the m ala 
the bigger the price. 
Colts should be allowed to run w ith 
the mares until four mouths old. They 
should be placed in a pasture by them ­ 
selves and never allowed to stop grow­ 
ing until they have attained their full 
growth. 
From the time they leave 
the inure until they are shipped to m ar­ 
ket never feed them hay or oats. Sow­ 
ed cora, bean fodder, cornstalks and 
straw during th® w inter should be 
their diet. 
Mules thrive best on coarse food— 
not fence rails and the windy end of a 
barn, but any other food than hay or 
j oats, 
pinions for sixty mules engaged 
in heavy railroad construction should 
be six quarts of corn a day for each 
and one bundle of rye straw for tw o 
mules at night. 
They should be groomed and curried, 
every night. tl»e same as any valuable 
working horse, and the drivers never 
allowed to whip. 
Any abuse or over­ 
loading should result in the quick dis­ 
charge of the driver, for mules are o f 
all working anim als the most tim id 
aad shy. 
They will go any place and 
do anything if they know it is all 
rig h t aud if they do not know it they 
will not do it. 


GOATS ON THE FARM. 


Easily Maintained and Their Milk an 
Ideal Human Food. 
Goats can be kept on a small space*, 
ma bv owners keeping them contented­ 
ly in stalls the year round. 
They ara 
easily maintained and are very clean­ 
ly. 
They give a moderate am ount of 
milk. 
Two goats will supply an ordi­ 
nary family with milk. 
Goats* milk 
is claimed to be an ideal human food 
and is espe<naily beneficial for dys­ 
peptics and infants. 
The milk does 
not taste “goaty,” hut the taste for it 
must be acquired. 
The milk. how­ 
ever. is not cream yielding aud doe* 
not make go-*d butter. 
(Joats should never be fed grain ta 
any shape, though they may be aF 


FBIZE 8«E GOAT. 
I lowed a quart of bran a day. 
They 
I should be given bulky food, such ma 
hay, maize fodder, rye straw aud, in 
the 
winter, 
turnips and pumpkins. 
Never turn a goat out to graze on 
dewy or wet grass. 'The cost of main­ 
taining a goat is 4 cents to ti cents a 
day when in milk. 
Goats breed once 
a year and have two and sometimes 
three young at a birth. 


A Good Arsenical Cattle Dip. 
Breeders who are in need of a for­ 
mula to prepare the arsenical eartledip 
will find the following one very serv­ 
iceable; Sodium carbonate (salst>da), 
twenty-four pounds; arsenic trioxide 
(white arsenic!, eight pounds; pine tar, 
oue gallon; sufficient w ater to make 
500 gallons. 
Tile arsenical dip is very effective in 
destroying tile cattle fever tick and 
fias been found less likely to injure 
cattle than crude petroleum or einul- 
t sions of it if the dipping be done in 
warm weather. However, some injury 
is likely to occur when it is used. 
The dip may be made stronger by 
using ten pounds of arsenic instead of 
eight. 
To prepare the dip a large galva­ 
nized tank or caldron is necessary to 
heat the chemicals. 
About forty gal­ 
lons of w ater may be placed in the re- 
! ceptacle and brought to a boil. 
Add 
the sodium carbonate, stir till dis­ 
solved, then dissolve likewise the ar­ 
senic. 
Draw the fire and add the pin* 
tar slowly, stirring the dip the while. 
Before using dilute to 500 gallons. 
On account of the poisonous nature 
of arsenic, great care should be used 
in the preparation and handling of the 
dip.

Remedy Fo r Pig Worms. 
When 'the young pigs get worms 
there is not much use attem pting to 
fatten them until they are relieved of 
the malady. 
A simple and effective 
remedy is turpentine fed in milk to 
pigs in a solution of oue teaspoonful 
once every day to about every IOO 
pounds of live weight. The treatm ent 
may be continued for three days and 
may be more beneficial lf the pigs are 
not given other feed for a period of 
twelve to twenty-four hours before 
the treatm ent is begun. The quarter* 
should be kept clean and sanitary, and 
the pastures should be changed fre­ 
quently.

A 
L I V I N G 
F R O M 
T W E N T Y ACRES. 
A reader of these notes, a young mail 
living in Brooklyn, who evidently is 
engaged In some city work. writes in­ 
quiring if one having had no agricul 
tural e x is te n c e could make a living 
with potatoes, wheat, oats and apples 
as crops ami with a cow and horse as 
live 
st<»ck 
equipment 
from 
twenty 
acres, the tract lying along the Sus­ 
quehanna river in W yoming county. 
Pa., near Tunkhannock. 
The giving <>f 
helpful advice in a case of this kind 
is not a simple matter, for so much 
dei»ends upon the land, of which no 
account is given, and even more ujkju 
the man, who frankly states that he 
has had no e x ig e n c e in farm work. 
But. assum ing that the land is fertile 
and that the owner not only has the 
physical strength, but the determ ina­ 
tion and brains, to do the work which 
would lie necessary in the manage­ 
ment of such a tract w e would say 
that he could make a living on twenty 
acres, and a good living, besides being 
Independent economically and engaged 
in a work that would promote his gen­ 
eral health. 
Inasmuch as many other 
young men are casting about for a 
change of occupation which will give 
them independence and a competence- 
i!) later years, a few suggestions along 
the lines indicated by this young man s 
query may be of interest to other read­ 
ers. 
The making o f a living from a 
small tract of laud implies an intensive 
type of agriculture, 
the raising of 
crops which require more care and 
give larger returns thau the usual field 
crops, such as corn and small graiu. 
Such crops would include potatoes, on­ 
ions. celery, raspberries, strawberries. 
etc., for which there is usually good 
demand in local as well as more dis­ 
tant markets. 
Where possible the vegetable crops 
which will stand shipment should b** 
raised iii carload lots so as to give the 
ad vantage of carload rn es in ship­ 
ment. 
Iii approaching this new work 
we would advise our friend to visit 
nqd lf possible work for a season on a 
farm of the type which he has in mind 
to develop his own into. 
If he cannot 
do this. he should take advantage of 
every occasion 
which offers to ac­ 
quaint him self by reading agricultural 
literature and talking with those who 
have had experience with tile prob­ 
lems which he will have before him. 
Perhaps conditions would suggest the 
wisdom of growing clover in rotation 
with wheat and potatoes and a manur­ 
ing of the soil with commercia! or 
barnyard fertilizers if the place is run 
down. 
We would advise our inquire* 
to look Into the matter of keeping poul­ 
try in connection w ith growing vegeta­ 
bles and small fruits, but the price of 
poultry products and the cost of feed 
would determine whether this would 
be a w ise move. 
A most encouraging 
feature of this movem ent toward the 
land is that some ol the most conspicu­ 
ous successes along horticultural as 
well as agricultural lines are being 
made by those who have had little or 
no experience in this field of endeavor, 
but who have had grit and determ ina­ 
tion, an open mind and a w illingness 
to take advantage of aud to adopt the 
latest and most approved methods in 
doing the work in hand. 
Of all hope­ 
less types under the suu—and there are 
thousands in the class—the most so are 
those who have had so much experi­ 
ence that they are dead set in their 
w ays and view with contem pt any­ 
thing that savors of the ‘m ew.”
